En the military situation in Saxony-Anhalt has been 
stabilized, The large influx of troops has ceased and only occasional trans- 
ports are arriving from other Russian Zone areas and the USSR, No large 
acais maneuvers have been seen, but there are indications that they will 
begin soon. Large troop concentrations were seen in the hWitsenberg- 

Dessau area; among them, tank’ and engineer units predominated, Ali 
aVailable barracks are overcrowded and even stables and attics are being 
utilised for billet space. Most tanks seen were JS-1, 2, and 3 types. 


2. Wittenberg (£57), 20-25 March 1949 


a Flak Kaserne ~ Approximately 10,000 tank troopa, of whom 75 arrived 
in civilfan clothes from Russia four to eight weeks preceding observation 
dates, Parked in front of sheds: forty-eight T-34, twenty-six JS=11, 
twenty-seven J&-2, and four tanks with rounded surfaces and equipped with 
750 or 152 mm guns. § Also in this Kaserne are approximbtely 2,000 ar- 
tillerymen, who were seen training with twelve 122 mm, eighteen 76.2 mm, 
and nine 76,2 ma AT guns, Most of these troops appear to be recruits. 
There is algo a small engineer unit in the compound, Vehicles; ™ 4-41, 
{* d-42, 4-43, BE 2-40, and B S70 series. 


b. Baseler Kagerne ~ Occupied abcut six weeks ago by 1,000°2, 000 tank 
troops, most ok them recruits, Ovserved were aix T-34 tanks with turret 
mumbers 506 to 611, and four JS-2 with turret numbers 531, 562, SG4, 539. 
Vehicles: 4-40 series, Also in this Keserne are approximately 800 ar- 
tillerymen, who have been in thia location for some time, Troops wera 
training on three 107 mm guna, Vehicles; B SO series. 


c. Tauentzien Kaserne = Approximately 400-600 tank troopa, without tanks 
or veliiclas, who belong to the unit in the Flak Kaserne, These troops are 
strongly guarded and get no leave. : 


ad. Brickenkopf Kagerne - Meld by a small engineer and infantry unit 
which, so far a3 1S known, has not been reinforced. Also in this Kaserne 
are 600 engineer troops who arrived in mid-March. These were seen irain- 
ing on the Elbe, using rear engine assault boats, eight rubber boats carry- 
jing eight men each, and twelve rubber coats carrying four men each, The 
assault boats carried mortars and "two infantry gune", . Enplecement of 
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“Huns on the west bank of the Elbe was performed under artificial. fog,
